Dennis O’Keefe’s father, Michael 
O'Keefe and his mother, 
Guerin O’Keefe were both born 
| in county Kerry, Ireland, though 
| they did not meet until both came 
to Pittsburgh, Pa. In this city they 
were married and 4 children were 
j}born to them. Two of these chil- 
dren died of scarlet fever in in- 
fancy and when they lost the third, 
a boy 8-years-old, they decided to 
move to California, taking their 
last child, John H. O’Keefe with 
them, 


In 1864, they settled in San 
Francisco in a home on Jessie St., 
where twin sons, Dennis E. O’- 
Keefe and James T. O’Keefe were 
born. 

While their three children were 
still very young, the O’Keefes mov- 
ed down the peninsula and lived in 
an adobe house on the south bank 
of San Francisquito creek, on 
property owned at that time by 
George Gordon, which later be- 
came the home of Senator Stan- 
ford, his wife and son. 

The house on this property was 
the locale of Gertrude Atherton’s 
first book, originally printed as a 
serial under the title, “Randolph 
of Redlands” and later in book 
form as, “A Daughter of the Vine.” 
This house is now the Stanford 
Convalescent Home. 

Michael O’Keefe farmed the land 
which he renied from Stanford. 
Just across the creek from the O’- 
Keefe home was the John Mono- 
han house. James Hardgrove lived 
there and he and Dennis O’Keefe 
! were boyhood playmates.

The O’Keefe family attended old 


Mary | St. Dennis church on the Sandhill 


road and the O’Keefe boys went 
to the Mayfield grammar school. 
They later attended a school lo- 
cated in what is now the sacristy 
of the Church of the Nativity. 
Classes were conducted by Miss 
Nora Sullivan, a sister of Judge 
Sullivan of San Francisco. 

About this time, Michael O’Keefe 
bought a 100-acre ranch across 
from what is now the Base hos- 
pital. He farmed this land, but the 


family never lived there. They liv- | 


ed on the property bounded by the 


S.P. railroad tracks, Glenwood ave- | 


nue and El Camino, on part of 
which Central school is now loca- 
ted. Michael O’Keefe sold this land 
for a Menlo grammar school. A 2- 
story, wooden school house, which 
burned many years ago, was built 
on this property, to be replaced 
after the fire, by the present school 
and auditorium buildings. 

At this point in the lives of the 
O’Keefe boys, their father proved 
himself to be a most unusual man. 
In those days, for the most part, 
only the sons of extremely wealthy 
men received more than a gram- 
mar, or at the very most, a high 
school education. But Michael oO’- 
Keefe was determined that his sons 
were to have the best—so all three 
boys were sent to St. Mary’s col- 
lege on Mission road, near Bernal 
Heights (now the extension of Mis- 
sion street, but at that time coun- 
try land.) 

From this college, all three of 
the boys were graduated and young
